services each provided by one or more of the plurality of peer nodes in the peer-to-peer 
environment, wherein each of the one or more services are configured to be accessed by peer 
nodes in the peer-to-peer environment in accordance with at least a subset of the one or more 
peer-to-peer platform protocols; and 
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assigning a unique peer identifier to each of the plurality of peer nodes, wherein each 
peer identifier is configured for use in distinguishing the respective peer node from others of the 
plurality of peer nodes in the peer-to-peer environment, wherein the peer identifier of a 
respective peer node is independent of a network address of the respective peer node; 

wherein each of the plurality of peer nodes is configured to access another of the plurality 
of peer nodes using the unique peer identifier of the other peer node, wherein the peer node does 
not use a network address of the other peer node to access the other peer node.
